The United States is getting to be ane of the biggest 
property’: owners in‘ London.. Already ' it 
hos acquired a quarter of a million squaro fect 
and is looking for more, 


With about £9,000,000 to 
play around with in the pur- 
chase programme and constant 
increase in the number of em- 
ployees, the United.States_Em- 
bassy should be able to acquire 
a fairly large number of the 
stately homes of England. 


Most of the acquisitions, 80 
far, are clustered around Gros- 
Square in Mayfair. 
This was known as Elsenhower 
Platz during the war, because 
all General Elsenhower’s top 
brass-hats werd -quartered 
there. Now spacious ~ offices 
look out on the public park, 
and a statue of Franklin 
Roosevelt. : 

All in all, the United States 
Government now owns 200,000 
square of ground around Gros- 
venor Square. ; i 

No. 1 Grosvenor Square is the 
immense red-bricked American 
Embnasy. This former spartment 
building is presided over by. the 
Ambassador, Mr. Douglas. . a 

When, Mr, Thomas Fiuletter, 
Wall Strect lawyer ond head of 
the Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration Mission hore, came 
utonz, Mr. Douglas turned over 
the front suite of rooms facing 
the park to the ECA, This agency 
hus made a comparatively modest 
start with only 31 employces, 
while the Embassy hag over 600. 

The Government also recently 
acquired No. 3 Grosvenor Square, 


which is being converted into of- 
fices, It also houses ‘the Embassy 
canteen formerly occupled by

building purchased for the United

Necessary To Prove 

Mr, Silva further said that it 
was necessary for the prosecue 
tion to prove that the money wir 
paysed with the Intention of in- 
fluencing the oppellania In the 
execution of their duty, .

The British Commonwealth Prime Ministors meot- 
‘ing hore for tho past fortnight have agreed to 


keop in close contact 


with the progress of the 


Western Union, which thoy foct will make for 
world peace, a communique ‘stated today ofter 


tho final meooting. 


They decided that the United Kingdom’s associa- 
tion with her European neighbours was in their 


interests, too, and it 


was agreed thot Britain 


should keep the other: Commonwealth govern- 
ments in close touch with the progress of this 


co-operation, 

The communique, the longest 
iseued since the closed sessions 
of the Commonwealth lenders 
began, said that they had nffirm- 
ed their purpose to build up in- 
dividual econamic strength and 
to luke all approprinte measures 
ty deter and resist aggression. 

Thore was a substantial com- 
nmounity of outlook in the ap- 
vreach to the present world pro- 
blems—an approach bused funda- 
mentally on  determinntion to 
mate the work of the United Na- 
tions fully effective. 

The communique said: “The 
meetings held during the pust two 
weeks have covered many such 
matters of common concern, In- 
cluding International relations, 
economic affalrs and defence. 
The discussions have shown a 
substantial community of outlook 
among all the Commonvcalth 
Governments in their approach 
lo present world = problems. 
Fundamentally, this approach ir 
based upon their support of the 
objectives of the ‘United Nutions 
as an instrument of world peace 
und thelr determination to make 
its work fully effective. 

“All the. Commonwealth Gov- 
f}ernmenta are resolved, to work 
together and with other govern- 
ments to establish world peace 
on a democratic busis.:

In proportion to the population 
of 1,500,000 the death rate is not 
high. But when compared with 
the total deaths in the same 
period the figures ja alarming for 
its constitues ubout 90 per cent 
of the tolal death roll. 

Fong Kong is densely popu- 
Inted. With the,exception of rich 
families, who tive in decent and 
healthy homes, the majority of 
the common people are packed 
like sardines in crowded ‘flats. 
Insufficient suntight and fresh air 
contributes to the disease of 
tuberculosis. In such homes can 
the primary cause of tuberculosis 
be found. 

There are a AuBEE of common 
people who dv know that tuber- 
culosis is an infectious discase 
and that indiscriminate spitting 
spreads the disease. Such bad! 
habits are not ensy to break. 

Despite censetess efforts by the 
Health Authorities In issuing 
warnings time ancl again, people 
who have no ‘regard for public 
health are still to be found in 
many public’ places. ' 

To control tuberculosis, efforts 
by Government are not sufficient. 
The general public must give full 
assistance by observing health 
rules and by breaking off the bad 
habit of .careless spitting. 

Tuberculosis at present. in a 
serlous menace to health anc 
life, Obviously it! ennnot be 
wiped out in a day.

A few weeks before the Battle of 
Waterloo, the Duke of Wellington and 
a stout, fresh-faced, middle-aged man 
were strolling through the park in 
Brussels. 


Inevitably they talked of the ‘war 
and his companion, never a backward 
questioner, ventured to ask the duke 
what he thought about his prospects. 


“He stopped, and said in the most na- 
tural manner: ‘By God! I think Blucher 
and myself can do th? thing. ‘Doy u 


-caleulate,’ I asked, ‘upon any desertion 


in Buonaparte’s army?’ ‘Not upon a 
man,” he said, ‘fron: the colonel to the 
private.:.." ‘Do you reckon,’ I asked, 
‘upon any support from the French. 
King’s troops 
mention such fellows!....’ Then, see- 
ing a private suldier of one of our in- 
fantry regiments enter the park, gaping 
about at the statues and images. 
‘There,’ he said, pointing at the soldier, 
‘it all depends upon that article whe- 
ther we do the business or not. Give 
me enough of it, and Iam sure’.” 


~ The duke’s companion was‘ Thomas 
Creevey, -wit, politician, professional 
diner-out. and one of the finest revor- 
ters and most brilliant epistolary 
ae who have ever brought the past 
0 life.

FAR EAST AID EXPECTED | 


Russians 
Chalk Up 
_A Victory 


Paris, October 23. | 

Russia won a rare victory 
over the’ United States and 
Britain in the Unlted Nations 
yesterday. With Latin Amer- 
Ican support, a Soviet delegate 
cammed through a Human 
Rights amendment prohibiting 
slavery and the slave, trade 
“in all their aspects.” 

The 58 nation Social Commit~ 
tee's vote favouring Inclusion of 
the Russlon amendment in a pro- 
posed world declaration of human 
rights wns 22-17; ‘with three 
abstentlons. . 

Britain, the United States and 
China were on the losing sicle. 

As amended the declarations 
fourth article ‘now declares: | 

“SInvery ond the slave trade 
are prohibited he ali their as- 
peels, 

“No one shall be held 
slavery or servitude. 

“No one shall be subjected to 
torture or to crue), inhuman or 
degrading treatment or punist- 
ment." 

The committee rejected the 
second part of the Soviet amend- 
ment which would punish, “ace 
cording to law," all violations, 
“whether they be of an overt ar 
clundestine nature." 

The Russiun delegate, 
Pavlov, introducing the Soviet 
hamendment, clatmed — 8,000,000 
persons still are ‘held in .dlavery 
In certain arens: of Africn, Asta 
and the American continent. 

He charged the system of 
“peonage’’ in Latin America 
amounted to “slave-like condi- 
tlons.” 

Britaln arid the United States 
objected to. the Russian amend- 
ment o8 repetitious of the orlginal 
draft artlele, the first line of 
which stated “no one shall be 
held in slavery or Involuntary 
servitude.” 

The. word “involuntary” was 
deleted at Australia's suggestion,
